Fleetwood Motor Homes of Indiana, Inc. was issued Part 70 operating permit T001-7465-00025
on December 17,1998 for a motor home manufacturing plant. An application to modify the source was
received on June 7, 2001. Pursuant to 326 IAC 2-7-10.5 the following emission units are approved for
construction at the source:

One (1) motor home painting operation, with spray/curing booths identified as 4B, 7C, and 7D,
utilizing HVLP spray applicators, using dry filters as control, and exhausting to stacks 4B, 7C,
and 7D, respectively.

The following construction conditions are applicable to the proposed project:

General Construction Conditions

1. The data and information supplied with the application shall be considered part of this
source modification approval. Prior to any proposed change in construction which may
affect the potential to emit (PTE) of the proposed project, the change must be approved
by the Office of Air Management (OAM).

2. This approval to construct does not relieve the permittee of the responsibility to comply
with the provisions of the Indiana Environmental Management Law (IC 13-11 through
13-20; 13-22 through 13-25; and 13-30), the Air Pollution Control Law (IC 13-17) and the
rules promulgated thereunder, as well as other applicable local, state, and federal
requirements.

3. Effective Date of the Permit
Pursuant to IC 13-15-5-3, this approval becomes effective upon its issuance.

4. Pursuant to 326 IAC 2-1.1-9 and 326 IAC 2-7-10.5(i), the Commissioner may revoke this
approval if construction is hot commenced within eighteen (18) months after receipt of
this approval or if construction is suspended for a continuous period of one (1) year or
more.

5. All requirements and conditions of this construction approval shall remain in effect
unless madified in a manner consistent with procedures established pursuant to 326 IAC
2.
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6. Pursuant to 326 IAC 2-7-10.5(]) the emission units constructed under this approval shall
not be placed into operation prior to revision of the source’s Part 70 Operating Permit to
incorporate the required operation conditions.

This significant source modification authorizes construction of the new emission units.
Operating conditions shall be incorporated into the Part 70 operating permit as a significant permit
modification in accordance with 326 IAC 2-7-10.5(1)(2) and 326 IAC 2-7-12. Operation is not approved
until the significant permit modification has been issued.

This decision is subject to the Indiana Administrative Orders and Procedures Act - IC 4-21.5-3-5.

SECTION B GENERAL CONDITIONS

B.1 Permit No Defense [326 IAC 2-1-10][IC 13]

(a) Indiana statutes from IC 13 and rules from 326 IAC, quoted in conditions in this permit,
are those applicable at the time the permit was issued. The issuance or possession of
this permit shall not alone constitute a defense against an alleged violation of any law,
regulation or standard, except for the requirement to obtain a Part 70 permit under 326
IAC 2-7.

(b) This prohibition shall not apply to alleged violations of applicable requirements for which
the Commissioner has granted a permit shield in accordance with 326 IAC 2-1-3.2 or
326 IAC 2-7-15, as set out in this permit in the Section B condition entitled “Permit
Shield.”

B.2 Definitions [326 IAC 2-7-1]
Terms in this permit shall have the definition assigned to such terms in the referenced
regulation. In the absence of definitions in the referenced regulation, any applicable definitions
found in
IC 13-11, 326 IAC 1-2 and 326 IAC 2-7 shall prevail.

B.3 Permit Term [326 IAC 2-7-5(2)]
This permit is issued for a fixed term of five (5) years from the effective date, as determined in
accordance with IC 4-21.5-3-5(f) and IC 13-15-5-3.

B.4 Enforceability [326 IAC 2-7-7(a)]
(a) All terms and conditions in this permit, including any provisions designed to limit the
source's potential to emit, are enforceable by IDEM.

(b) Unless otherwise stated, terms and conditions of this permit, including any provisions to
limit the source’s potential to emit, are enforceable by the United States Environmental
Protection Agency (U.S. EPA) and citizens under the Clean Air Act.

B.5 Termination of Right to Operate [326 IAC 2-7-10] [326 IAC 2-7-4(a)]
The Permittee’s right to operate this source terminates with the expiration of this permit unless a
timely and complete renewal application is submitted at least nine (9) months prior to the date of
expiration of the source’s existing permit, consistent with 326 IAC 2-7-3 and 326 IAC 2-7-4(a).

B.6 Severability [326 IAC 2-7-5(5)]
The provisions of this permit are severable; a determination that any portion of this permit is
invalid shall not affect the validity of the remainder of the permit.

B.7 Property Rights or Exclusive Privilege [326 IAC 2-7-5(6)(D)]
This permit does not convey any property rights of any sort, or any exclusive privilege.

Upon request, the Permittee shall also furnish to IDEM, OAQ, copies of records required
to be kept by this permit. If the Permittee wishes to assert a claim of confidentiality over
any of the furnished records, the Permittee must furnish such records to IDEM, OAQ,
along with a claim of confidentiality under 326 IAC 17. If requested by IDEM, OAQ, or
the U.S. EPA, to furnish copies of requested records directly to U. S. EPA, and if the
Permittee is making a claim of confidentiality regarding the furnished records, then the
Permittee must furnish such confidential records directly to the U.S. EPA along with a
claim of confidentiality under 40 CFR 2, Subpart B.

B.9 Compliance with Permit Conditions [326 IAC 2-7-5(6)(A)] [326 IAC 2-7-5(6)(B)]

4) For each emergency lasting one (1) hour or more, the Permittee notified IDEM,
OAQ, within four (4) daytime business hours after the beginning of the
emergency, or after the emergency was discovered or reasonably should have
been discovered;

In any enforcement proceeding, the Permittee seeking to establish the occurrence of an
emergency has the burden of proof.

This emergency provision supersedes 326 IAC 1-6 (Malfunctions) for sources subject to
this rule after the effective date of this rule. This permit condition is in addition to any
emergency or upset provision contained in any applicable requirement.

IDEM, OAQ, may require that the Preventive Maintenance Plans required under 326 IAC
2-7-4-(c)(9) be revised in response to an emergency.

Failure to notify IDEM, OAQ, by telephone or facsimile of an emergency lasting more
than one (1) hour in compliance with (b)(4) and (5) of this condition shall constitute a
violation of 326 IAC 2-7 and any other applicable rules.

Operations may continue during an emergency only if the following conditions are met:

(2) If the emergency situation causes a deviation from a technology-based limit, the
Permittee may continue to operate the affected emitting facilities during the
emergency provided the Permittee immediately takes all reasonable steps to
correct the emergency and minimize emissions.

(2) If an emergency situation causes a deviation from a health-based limit, the
Permittee may not continue to operate the affected emissions facilities unless:

(A) The Permittee immediately takes all reasonable steps to correct the
emergency situation and to minimize emissions; and

(B) Continued operation of the facilities is necessary to prevent imminent
injury to persons, severe damage to equipment, substantial loss of
capital investment, or loss of product or raw materials of substantial
economic value.

Any operation shall continue no longer than the minimum time required to
prevent the situations identified in (g)(2)(B) of this condition.

The Office of Air Quality (OAQ) has reviewed a modification application from Fleetwood Motor
Homes of Indiana, Inc., #44, relating to the construction of the following emission units and
pollution control devices:

Fleetwood was issued a Part 70 permit (TO01-7465-00025) on December 17, 1998. A letter
requesting a BACT maodification for the motor home painting operation was submitted on March
23, 2000. In that modification the source requested an increased pound of VOC per motor home
limit in order to facilitate painting larger motor homes. At this time, that permit modification (T001-
12077-00025) is pending. The booths being added with this modification would paint the same
products as existing booths. This modification does not affect BACT for the existing booths.

Enforcement Issue
